^riih Japan is better than war. VT« har« 
never believed there wouldbe war, at least 
so lone as we have statesmanship in tho

interests or honor by the diplomacy which 
lias preserved peaceful relations with Ja- 
j>r.n? Have we belittled ourselves in our 
efforts to hold to terms of friendly under- 
standing? "Will we be wiser to trust our 
Jfapniiese policy to the resources and judg- 
ment of the president and the secretary 
.of slate or to tho impulse of a con- 
gress whose nerves arc overwrought with 


politic*, scandal and tho approaching elec- 
tion t 
\ 
This is what is involved in speedy and 


resentful passage by tho house and senate 
of the exclusion clause of the Johnson 
immigration bill. It is nothing more 
nor less tlinn a frantic jingo demonstra- 
tion. Because a representative of the Ja- 
panese nation nt "Washington was so un- 
tnetful as to express the opinion that the 
passage-of such a law would cause "grave 
consequences,'" which of course is merely 
stating the truth, congress is swept oft its 
feet by the inference that Japan is at- 
tempt iug to interfere with its prerogatives 
nnd to threaten our xindoubtcd right to 
impose whatever restriction we may de- 
sire on immigration and hence our sov- 
ereignty. It is a_far-fetched and unwar- 
ranted inference and congress has acted 
against the advice of the secretary of 
state, the president's official spokesman 
on foreign policies. 


Are we to decide a question of this im- 


portance in a moment of heat and passion, 
or are we to decide it soberly on merit 
and consideration of national welfare?' 
"We think the challenge which has arisen 
out of this emergency is to the United 
States rather than to Japan. 
And the 


challenge is to our sanity, sobriety and 
intelligent restraint. 
We would prefer 


to be guided by the judgement of the 
president and his able secretary of state 
than by the wrath of a jingoistic con- 
gress. 
"We think the indignation is rath- 


er childish and spectacular. It is plausible 
to those who do not stop to think and who 
take offense easily, but certainly there is 
nothing official from Japan which war- 
rants reprisal. It is 'to-be hoped the 
president in deciding upon his final course 
will not be influenced by the political 
pressure that is certain to be brought into 
the case.

opinion too freely. One was given a year's 
leave of absence, tantamount to retire- 
ment, in North Dakota, for penning his 
civic thoughts. 
A state senator of Wis- 


consin is after the scalps of state univer- 
sity professors who have independence 
of opinion. For a long time Russia has 
been expelling its educated men, who are 
.called by the Soviets "intellectuals." 
'For a time she murdered them.'; 


"While an intellectual is supposed to 


have wisdom^ as" well as education, and to 
show what-we call judgment, it does not 
necessarily follow that he. acquired -his 
knowledge to keep it to himself.-. He 
should not he bound to silence while all 
others talk or write and take active part 
in public affairs. 


President Poincare did credit to him- 


self, France and civilization in addressing 
to the red government of Moscow a "strong 
appeal for justice for the intellectuals who 
are undergoing trial at Kiev for ostensible 
offenses against communism. 
Civiliza- 


tion, wirelessed Poincare to Foreign Min- 
ister Tchitcherin, "fears that capital pun- 
ishment may fall on professors whose loss 
would be sadly felt as diminishing the 
world's intellectual patrimony." . 


It is prejudice and ignorance which 


lead any authority to punish men for be- 
ing educated or for being honest and 
frank in their convictions. Neither great 
nor small problems are solved by perse- 
cution, but by fairness, tolerance and un- 
de'rstanding. 


All radical and arbitrary government, 


whether soviet tyrannies or monarchies, 
put a premium on ignorance. 
They are 


able to maintain their despotic rule over 
a people of low intelligence which cannot 
think for itself. 
Most of the radical 


movements of today depend upon appeals 
to ignorance and class prejudice rather 
than to thoughtful analysis. The denun* 
ciation and half-baked ideas of a fanatic 
with more lungs than brains are hailed as 
the new gospel. Men of intelligence who 
have come up to positions of responsibil- 
ity from humble origin, and whoso experi- 
ences are worth something to society, are 
cncd donii. 


"Independence'7 of thought and char- 


acter is accepted by radicals, who ia- 
Tariably we of despotic will, only from 
those who think and track after their 
preachings. There is no tolerance toward 
anyone of a different opinion, and yet 
they arc a constant drain on tho toler- 
ance of others and are loud of resentment 
if interfered with. Public opinion IB 
sound to them only when it comes from 
the ignorant and the unsuccessful. It is 
unsound when it comes from the intelli- 
gent and successful. That is the basis of 
every radical movement in this country 
that has for its object the overthrow of 
our institutions and government.

ALUM IN THB MEDICINE CUPBOARD 


A doctor book which I can unreservedly recom- 


mend to discriminating: people Informs tho render 
who has paid his two dollars for a copy that nlum is 
the simplest and cleanest astringent for local use. 
By that..understand. I meant no aspersion on other 
astringents which may 
be 
suggested 
In 
other 


doctor books. As an astringent, alum Is none too 
clean, at that, though I know none cleaner which a 
layman can safely use. 


Tho dangerous dirt Is the dirt which Is invisible 


to the naked eye—the kind wo seo ' through the 
microscope. 


A little powdered nlum may be shaken Into Hie 


groove where an "Ingrowing nail" is seemingly cut- 
ting the flesh. It shrivels the raw. red fleshy mass 
—"proud flesh," granulation tissue—which devel- 
ops in the groove and prevents healing. 
When 


applying alum to atop cosing- or bleeding from a 
small cut or abrasion sprinkle some of tho powder 
on a clean handkerchief or on a clean towel and 
dab It over the cut gently, or sprinkle the powder 
on tho cut Itself. 
A solution of a teaspoon ful of alum In a quart of 


hot water makes a mildly astringent gargle, wash 
or douche. 
Stronger solutions, one or two tablespoonfuls of 


alum In a pint of water, may be mopped on the s^'n 
of tho armpits or the feet or hands to relieve ex- 
cessive sweating, two or three- times a week, allow- 
ng the solution to dry on the ekin. The weaker 
solution (teaspoonful of alum to the quart of water) 
applied hot will often relieve Intense Itching (pruri- 
tus). 
The weaker solution Is also a relief in some 


cases of chilblains and.may be sprayed in the nose 
to stop nosebleed, or a tampon of absorbent cotton 
moistened with it may be inserted In the nose. 


Singers and speakers find alum useful to prevent 


hoarseness or huskiness of the voice. Dissolve two 
.easpoonfuls of alum in seven ounces of barley 
water and add two teaspoonfuls of honey of roses. 
Gargle once or twice with some of this shortly 
before singing or speaking. Honey of roses may be 
had at any rose factory or beehive. I have a still, 
better gargle for singers and speakers. I'll bo glad
